San José, CA (EFE) — El Festi- 
val del Tamal de Story Road trae este 
año a San José el zacahuil. un tamal 
gigante azteca de ancestral prepara- 
ción y tradición. Chets del Instituto 
Gastronómico Hidalguense (México) 
prepararán el zacahuil como parte 
de un intercambio culinario entre el 
Festival del Tamal, la Escuela de Artes 
Culinarias de Center for Employment 
Training (CET) y el Hotel Fairmont. 
el próximo 2 de junio. 

El zacahuil es un tamal 
origen prehispánico a base de maiz, 
cerdo o pavo con adobo de chile 
ancho y guajillo envuelto en hojas de 
plátano”, dijo Víctor Olvera, chef del 
Instituto Gastronómico Hidalguense. 

Olvera explicó que en el 2006 
hicieron el zacahuil en Pachuca. 
Hidalgo, buscando “romper el récord 
Guinness”, como el tamal más grande 
del mundo. 
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Por ahora, “esperamos tener una 
respuesta de ellos antes de noviem- 
bre”. señaló. 

El tamal originario de la 
región huasteca de Hidalgo 
mide unos “17 metros de largo 
y pesa alrededor de 340 kilos”. 
agregó Olvera.

Será 
preparado por tres chefs con 
la ayuda de los 20 estudiantes 
de cocina de CET y horneado.

I am extremely disappointed 
with the six of you who have chosen 
to put yourselves ahéad of the needs 
of the public. It appears that you 
have no concept of the meaning of

Part of the reason. was because 
of the budget deficit the city could 
not use some of the general fund to 
help us out. 

Yet three weeks later you have 
no hesitation to help yourselves 
out with a 20% pay increase. Just 
as you, Pete Constant, said about 
the garbage ‘rate increase, “This 
Stinks!” 

I know you will try to justify 
this with a spin about no increase 
since 2002, and salaries lower than 
other cities of comparable size; but 
in doing so you will only demon- 
strate how totally out of touch you 
are with the lives of the voting 
public. 

The vast majority of us will 
never see a 20% raise, and for many 
of us a pay increase depends on 
how well the company is doing. In 
this case, the company (City of San 
Jose), is not doing well with a $16 
million deficit over the next year. 
The six of you who voted to increase 
your pay have clearly shown where 
your priorities lie, and it is not with 
the needs of the public you serve.

The CD Net was formed ear- 
lier this year to move forward the 
Federal Development, Relief and 
Education for Alien Minors Act, 
also called “The DREAM Act.” The 
student contingent included many 
undocumented immigrant students. 
The DREAM Act would provide 
a path to citizenship for these and 
other high achieving illegal immi- 
grant students. 

It has significant bipartisan sup- 
port, and if passed the DREAM Act 
would also repeal Section 505 of the 
Illegal Immigration Reform and Im- 
migrant Responsibility Act of 1996, 
which currently puts limits on states” 
ability to provide in-state tuition to 


. illegal immigrant students. 


In the United States Senate, the 
DREAM Act is S. 774, sponsored 
by Sens. Richard Durbin (D-IL), 
Chuck Hagel (R-NE) and Richard 
Lugar (R-IN). In the United States 
House, it is H.R. 1275, and is spon- 
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sored by Reps. Howard Berman (D- 
CA), Lucille Roybal-Allard (D-CA), 
and Lincoln Diaz-Balart (R-FL). 

Representatives and Senators 
are receiving letters, email mes- 
sages, phone calls, and visits from 
scores more of anti- “DREAM Act” 
constituents than pro; the main 
argument in opposition is.that this 
legislation would “take away the 
dreams of American citizen students 
who cannot afford college” because 
illegal students will then qualify 
for financial aid and “will deplete 
the aid.”

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Bush lobbies for immigration bill 


Washington (EFE)- U.S. 
President George W. Bush issued a 
call to lawmakers not to water down 


or block the White House-backed - 


immigration reform bill currently 
being debated in the Senate. 

“A lot of Americans are skepti- 
cal about immigration reform, pri- 
marily because they don't think the 
government can fix the problems,” 
he said in a speech at the Federal 
Law Enforcement Training Center 
in Glynco, Georgia. 

“And my answer to the skep- 
tics is, give us a chance to fix the 
problems in a comprehensive way 
that enforces our border and treats 
people with decency and respect. 
Give us a chance to fix this problem. 
Don’t try to kill this bill before it 
gets moving. Give us a chance to 
make it easier for the folks who wear 
the uniform along our borders to do 
their job,” Buslf said. 

The facility in Glynco trains 
Border Patrol agents, and part of 
the president's visit involved being 
processed through a mockup of a 
U.S. port of entry. 

Like every recent arrival, Bush 
was subjected to a series of ques- 
tions by the officer in charge of 
processing him, including being 
asked to state his name, the purpose 
of his visit and his profession. 

After taking the president's 
photograph and fingerprints, the 
official stamped his imitation pass- 
port and authorized his entry into 
the United States, after which Bush 
- more enthusiastically than many 
other visitors to the country - shook 
the agent's hand and posed with him 
for photographs.

At the end of his tour through 
the installation, the president deli- 
vered a speech in which he lobbied 
strongly in favor of the immigration 
reform bill. 

The bill, drafted by a bipar- 
tisan group of senators with input 
from the Bush administration, has 
encountered opposition from both 
conservative and liberal sectors, 
as well as from the business com- 
munity. 

Among the main elements 
of the legislation is a provision to

make work permits and a new “Z 
visa” available to the 12 million 
undocumented immigrants already 
in the United States. 

But they will have to pay a 
$5,000 fine and meet a number of re- 
quirements before obtaining a green 
card, including a “touchback” provi- 
sion mandating that migrants return 
to their homelands before applying 
for U.S. permanent residence. 

As a concession to the conser- 
vative wing of the Republican Party, 
the plan also includes doubling the 
number of Border Patrol inspectors 
and agents and building more fences 
along the frontier. 

Among the most controversial 
items in the plan is a system of 


points, still being worked out, that 
- based on immigrants” educational 
levels, salaries and family connec- 
tions - would determine whether 
or not they are eligible to obtain a 
coveted green card. 

The proposed scheme repre- 
sents a de in that it would 
place considerations of skills and 
employers’ needs on a par with 
family unification. 

The bill also establishes a tem- 
porary worker program, which calls 
for allowing each immigrant worker 
a maximum of three two-year visas, 
separated by one-year intervals 
when the worker would have to 
return to his or her homeland. 

As it stands, the immigrants” 
rights defense organizations claim 
that the bill will be very onerous 
for undocumented people who are 
already in the United States and will 
make family reunification difficult. 

Meanwhile, the most conser- 


vative sectors say that the bill is 
equivalent to giving undocumented 
immigrants amnesty. 

“Amnesty is forgiveness for 
being here without any penalties -- 
that's what amnesty is,” Bush said “I 
oppose it. The authors - many of the 
authors of this bill oppose it. This 
bill is not an amnesty bill.” 

“That’s empty political rheto- 
ric, trying to frighten our fellow 
citizens. People in Congress need 
the courage to go back to their 
districts and explain exactly what 
this bill is all about, in order to put 
comprehensive immigration reform 
in place,” the president said. 

The legislation’s critics, he 
said, “will always be able to look at 
a narrow slice of it and find some- 
thing they don’t like. If you want to 
kill the bill, if you don’t want to do 
what’s right for America, you can 
pick one little aspect out of it and 
you can use it to frighten people.” 
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Gang violence halts bus service in Guatemala 


Guatemala (EFE) — Daily 
attacks by youth gangs demand- 
ing protection money forced bus 
companies to halt service between 
this capital and the nearby colonial 
city of Antigua, which draws more 
than 5,000 tourists a day. 

This suspension sharply re- 
duced the number of visitors in 
Antigua and left thousands of that 
city's residents unable to reach 
their jobs in Guatemala City. 

The transit companies sus- 
pended service following the mur- 
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der of driver Jose Lorenzo Reyes, 
49, who was slain by a suspected 
gang member after he filed a for- 
mal criminal complaint against 
the gangs for levying a “tax” of 
roughly $50 on every trip between 
Guatemala City and Antigua. 

The director of the ATG in- 
dustry association, Luis Gomez, 
told EFE that on an average day, 
gangs rob 200 of the 3,000 buses 
operating in the capital. So far this 
year, he said, 51 bus drivers and

“enemies of the homeland”

Caracas (EFE) — Reacting to protests over his decision to not renew 
the broadcasting license of an opposition TV outlet, Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez mentioned the Globovision channel by name in warning 
critics to “carefully gauge how far they will go.” 

In a 40-minute address that all radio and television stations were 
obliged to air live, Chavez told Globovision and other “unpatriotic” media 
that “if they continue calling for civil disobedience and inciting his assas- 
sination” they will have to “take the consequences of their actions.” 

The leftist president also regretted that a group of university students 
who, in his opinion, do not represent the majority of that sector, is being 
manipulated by “dark” opposition interests, a reference to the continuing 
student protests in support of RCTV, which went off the air at midnight. 

“I call upon the mothers and fathers of those students that are being 
manipulated... those who are using them are only looking for some deaths 
to justify actions against the government,” Chavez said. 

This was Chavez's first public appearance since RCTV went off the 
air. 

The president spoke as university students demonstrated in Caracas 
in a series of peaceful rallies against and in favor of the measure of not 
renewing the channel's license. 

Until early afternoon, protests were peaceful compared with earlier vio- 
lence, when a score of students were injured in clashes with the police. 

Chavez said that the Venezuelan opposition prepares street actions in a 
laboratory and tries to get them going with the help of “some of the media 
that as always are playing at destabilization.” 

He added that Globovision openly incited people to assassinate him, 
which is why he recommended the directors of that network “to take a 


_ tranquilizer and slow down.” 


“Because if not, I’m going to apply the brakes (to Globovision) and 
to any radio station that appears to be inciting and manipulating emotions 
against the government,” Chavez said. 

Chavez dismissed beforehand the criticism that, he said, his detractors 
will start making about his “attack against Globovision, against those poor 
innocents, against freedom of speech.” 

With regard to the RCTV case, Chavez repeated that his refusal to 
renew the broadcasting license of a private channel that for 53 years “has 
used and sometimes abused” the public airwaves was a “sovereign deci- 
sion” of his government.<> 3

MS — Every young person 
has likely heard the warnings from 
parents or older friends and rela- 
tives: beware of credit cards and 
accruing significant debt. While 
such advice is common, it's rarely 
taken, as many young people find 
themselves fighting a difficult uphill 
battle against debt. 

But young people aren't the 
only ones who have traditionally 
proven less than responsible when 
it comes to credit. Scores of people 
across the country are buried by 
debt, many so much so that their 
monthly payments often go just 
toward finance charges or inter- 
est. Restoring bad credit can seem 
impossible. Fortunately, it’s not. 
Difficult? Yes. Impossible? No. 

Where most people find re- 
storing their credit most difficult 
is changing their spending habits. 
Even if you’ve cleared yourself of 
credit card debt, for instance, you’ re 
likely to be tempted to use the card 
soon thereafter, despite knowing 
full well the difficulty you had in 
clearing yourself of that debt in the 
past. For those looking to restore 
their credit and not make the same 
mistakes twice, consider the fol- 
lowing tips. 

* Develop a budget. This is 
best and most easily done by listing 
all debts you owe, bills you must 
pay each month (i.e., rent, utilities, 
etc.), and other monthly expenses 
and then comparing those monthly 
expenses to monthly earnings. 
Seeing the two next to each other 
can be frightening. However, it can

truly have for frivolous spending 
each month. 

* Use your savings. If you have 
substantial savings and substantial 
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debt, use the former to pay off as 
much of the latter as you can. Debts, 
particularly credit card debts, often 
carry high interest rates, much 
higher than the interest rates your 
savings will earn sitting in the bank. 
That means your debt will be in- 
creasing significantly each day you 
have it, while your savings will only 
witness a marginal increase sitting 
in your bank account. 

* Avoid filing for bankruptcy. 
In the United States, some people 
feel as though Chapter 7 bankruptcy 
is a “Get out of jail free card.” In 
fact, it’s more of a “Extend your 
stay in jail card.” People who file 
Chapter 7 will have that appear 
on their credit report for 10 years. 
Congress has long been consider- 
ing toughening bankruptcy laws, 
making it harder to file and more 
damaging if you do. 

Chapter 7 can wipe out your 
debt, but it will make it extremely 
difficult for you to establish a rela- 
tionship with lenders down the road. 
It might even make it difficult for 
you to get an apartment, as landlords 
are within their rights to refuse you, 
and often will if a bankruptcy ap- 
pears on a background check.<> 


Instructions for the survivors

How knowledgeable about 
your financial affairs is the person 
or persons who will be responsible 
for handling your estate? What can 
you do to make the process easier 
for them? With many couples, one 
party handles all of the financial and 
bill paying activity and the other 
does not get involved. Other family 
members usually know even less 
about your financial situation. Let's 
look at some concerns that should 
be addressed. 

Significant Concerns 

Do you have a will and/or 
a trust? Have they been updated 
recently? Do they represent your 
current wishes and are they in 
compliance with the latest require- 
ments? Are you aware of the fact 
that a properly constructed trust 
will eliminate the need to have 
your estate probated? Do you have 
life insurance? Do you have dis- 
ability insurance? Does the person 
responsible for administering your 
estate know where all these impor- 
tant documents are kept? Does this 
person also know who your lawyer 
and tax professional are? Does this 
responsible person know where 
you bank, where your investment 
accounts are held and the name 
and contact information for your 
financial advisor? 

Does he or she know how to 
contact the human resource office 


at your work for assistance with 
any survivor or retirement account 
benefits owed to your spouse or 
estate? For that matter, does your 
spouse even know if you have a 
retirement account? Have you left 
written financial guidance as to 
suggested uses for your life insur- 
ance, trust proceeds and/or retire- 
ment benefits? These instructions 
could give guidance as to whether 
the retirement should be taken as a 
lump sum or as an annuity, whether 
the home mortgage should be paid 
off, or whether it would be more 
advisable to convert life insurance 
proceeds to an annuity. These writ- 
ten instructions should also detail 
the process for collecting your life 
insurance. These instructions should 
include: the insurance agent to be 
contacted, the policy number and 
the face value of the policy. 

A Suggestion for Business 
Owners 

If you own a business, you 
should leave a contact name for your 
spouse or representative to call for 
assistance in selling that business 
ownership. That contact name could 
be a business broker or a competitor 
who would be interested in buying 
the business. 

Your written instructions 
should include contact information 
for your lawyer, financial advisor, 
and of course, our office, and should 
direct your spouse or other represen- 
tative to call our office for help in 
dealing with the tax ramifications 
of all the items talked about above. 
Our office can determine if income 
taxes should be withheld from any 
payments and if a lump sum distri- 
bution makes sense. None of this 
can be done after a distribution has 
been made.

Americanos afirman que no podrían 
pagar sus cuentas ni cubrir sus 
gastos si quedaran incapacitados 
y no pudieran trabajar por un año

Commissioners). 

El Seguro por Incapacidad, el 
cual paga una parte de su salario 
percibido hasta entonces, en caso 
de quedar incapacitado para traba- 
jar debido a alguna lesión o a una 
enfermedad seria, puede ayudar a 
aliviar el dolor financiero. 

Existen dos tipos de seguro 
por incapacidad: 

¢ La cobertura por incapacidad 
a Corto Plazo paga una parte del 
salario del asegurado por un período 
corto de tiempo, generalmente de 
tres a seis meses, después de quedar 
incapacitado. 

¢ La cobertura por incapa- 
cidad a Largo Plazo generalmente 
empieza a los seis meses de que el 
asegurado no ha podido trabajar. El 
tiempo de cobertura depende de la 
póliza seleccionada. 

A continuación, algunos pun- 
tos a considerar: 

¢ Determine cuánto dinero 
necesitaría para cubrir sus gastos 
básicos y el número de años en que 
necesitaría tal cobertura. Tenga en 
mente de que un seguro por incapa- 
cidad generalmente cubre el 60% de 
su ingreso previo. 

+ Una enfermedad o condición 
pre-existente, aunada a su edad,

* La mayoría de los seguros por 
incapacidad a largo plazo estipula 
un período de espera de 90 días, 
180 días o un año, antes de poder 
recibir cualquier beneficio.

+ De ser posible, adquiera una 
póliza “no cancelable”, la cual le 
asegura que la cobertura no puede 
ser cancelada y sus primas no pue- 
den subir de precio. 

Consejos sobre seguros por 
incapacidad: 

¢ Los jóvenes solteros deben 
recordar que aunque no tengan de- 
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pendientes, si quedan incapacitados 
para trabajar podria representar una 
carga financiera muy grave para sus 
familias. 

* Las familias jóvenes que nor- 
malmente tienen muchos gastos y 
que dependen del salario de ambos 
cónyuges, deberían considerar la 
compra de un seguro por incapa- 
cidad a largo plazo para ambas 
partes. 

» Las familias establecidas

Como actores la noche del 
18 de mayo, Becca (Ross), Howie 
(Murray) y Soffer, actuaron sus 
papeles con excelencia. A Watson 
le faltó caracterización en ciertas 
escenas y a Breedlove, un mejor 
diálogo. 

“Rabbit Hole”, dirigido por 
Kirsten Brandt, tiene escenas con- 
movedoras: Howie (Murray) viendo 
el video y Becca arreglando la ropa.

Bonds chasing Aaron's legacy

Barry Bonds is on the verge of reaching Base- 
ball Hall of Famer Hank Aaron’s career record of 
755 homeruns. Much has been said about Bonds, 
the 42-year-old slugger who cannot seem to shed the 
spotlight. 

The 2007 season began with the now familiar 
and strangely accepted drama coming out of Bonds’ 
camp. After a few revisions Bonds agreed to extend 
his contract with the San Francisco Giants signing a 
one-year-deal that paid a cool $15.8 million. 

In 1976 42-year-old Hank Aaron’s annual salary 
from the Milwaukee Brewers was $250,000. This is 
the same year that Aaron hit #755, his final homerun. 
Major league baséball was a whole other animal and 
ticket prices to watch this groundbreaking achievement 
averaged around $3.45 a pop. 

Fast forward to 2004 when Barry Bonds hit #715 
to pass Babe Ruth's career homerun record of 714. The 
ball, caught by a fan in the stands, was feportedly sold 
on e-bay for an estimated $220,100. 

At the start of the 2007 season Barry Bonds was 
just 22 homeruns shy of breaking Hank Aaron’s career 
home run record. Thus far Bond’s has delivered 12 
homeruns and 25 RBI’s. Throughout his career Bonds 
has hit the ball out of the park 746 times and is now only 
10 homeruns away from beating Aaron’s record. 

Bonds, a 13-time all-star, is also leading the Gi- 
ants in votes for the 2007 all-star game. It will be held 
at AT&T Park on Tuesday July 10th. He has a track 
record of achieving major milestones at home. With a 
couple of homestands on the horizon from June 8 to 
June 13 and from June 22 to July 1, a $48 single game 
ticket grants you access to a park where some will see 
or maybe even catch a ball that already has bidders 
screaming $1 million dollars. 

- Taking into consideration accuracy, consistency 
and physical health its all still up in the air if Bonds 
will even reach his predecessor this season. But if the 
756th is hit at home or away watch as it rises to its 
highest point only to fall fast and hard creating a melee 
between casual fans and enthusiasts of America’s good
